Resolved,  That  the  Bible  fund  be  free  from  a  pro  rata  tax  for  printing  the 
Minutes,  and  that  the  Alabama  Baptist  Bible  Society  have  the  privilege oi 
printing  their  Minutes  in  connection  with  those  of  thin  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
officers  of  the,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  churches,  for  the  use  ol  their 
Houses  of  Worship  during  the  present  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  ofier  to  their  brethren  and  to  the  citizen* 
ot  Tuskegoe,  their  sincere  thanks  lor  the  kind  and  generous  hospitulily  ex- 
tended lotho  members  of  this  body,  duiing  its  present  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  oflhe  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  President 
and  Directors  of  the  Alabama  Rail  Road,  for.  the  free  passage  tendered  to 
Ihedologates  to  and  from  this  place, . 
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Having  disposed  of  all  the  business  before  the  Convention — appropriate 
and  feeling  remarks  were  made  by  the  President,  a  Hymn  was  sung,  during 
which,  the  members  pave  «o  each  other  the  parting  hand  and  Prayer  was 
ode  red  by  brother  Stout.  The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  with  the 
Siloam  church,  Marion,  Perry  county,  oil  Saturday  before  the  first  Lord's  day 
in  November,  1852.  >VM.

Report  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Held  jol  Domestic  Missions  presents  at  this  time  much  cause  for  con- 
gia'ululioii,  for  hope  and  lor  increased  exertions  and  rout  rihut  ions. 

I.  There  is  much  ground  far  congratulation.  During  the)  car  ending 
April  1st,  I**")]  ;  the  principle  labor*  reported  were  ns  follows  : — 12">  sta« 
lions  supplied  with  the  stated  Ministry,  1,100  discoid  ses  delivered,  450  com* 
verts  baptized,  lUU  others  professed  conversion  in  connection  with  th<>ir  Labors 
800  received  into  the  churches  by  letter.  15  new  churches  constituted,  (i  mm* 
isters  »:)l  *Jl  itaiC'.>m  ordained,  io  meeting  houses  comme»»cod  and  0  com 
p!utrd,30  Siiblmth  Schools,  150  teachers,  1,050  pupils,  of  whom  31  have  pre. 
I'esscd  conversion,  H.*75  volumes  ol  hooks  in  the  several  libraries,  ."> 00  prayer 
meetings  held,  5.100  religious  visits  to  lamilie«  and  individuals,  l!),O00  miles 
travelled  in  the  performance  of  these  services, 

During  the  saints  period  the  income  of  the  Hoard  exceeded  that  of  the  pre. 
ceding  year,  by  82,053  40".  Of  this  sum  Alabama  contributed  $2,668,99. 
Six  hundred  converts  will  repay  these  increased  exertions. 

II.  There  is  ground  for //one.  During  the  year  several  new  Missions 
have  been  established. 

For  some  time  the  Hoard  have  been  making  effort  to  establish  a  mission 
Brownsville,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  Although  in  Texas  it  forms  the  great  gate- 
way into  Mexico.  It  is  a  thriving  town,  less  than  three  years  old,  and  mini* 
bers  about  4.000  permanent  population,  and  from  500,  to  1,000  transient  per- 
sons, it  is  estimated  that  two. thirds  of  the  population  speak  English  ;  most 
of  the  remainder  speak  Spanish.  Its  prospects  lor  becoming  a  large  city  are 
llattering.  its  present  commeicc  is  groat,  considering  its  population  and 
age. 

Rev.  J.  II.  Wombwell,  formerly  of  Yirginin,  recently  a  missionary  of 
the  Bonrd  in  Florida,  has  been  sent  to  Brounsvillo.  Ho  has  commenced  his 
labors  with  energy,  and  good  prospect  of  success.     Regular  exercises  for 
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preaching  and  prayer  nre  held.  Bibles,  Testaments,  Books  and  Tracts,  in 
Kngllsh  and  Spanish,  with  which  he  was  furnished  when  he  went  out,  he 
has  distributed  among  the  people.  He  is  also  rapidly  acquiring  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  Spanish  language,  and  will  soon  be  able  to  tell  them  the  won- 
derful things  of  God  in  their  own  tongue. 

The  Goshen- Association,  Va.,  has  recently  undertaken  to  defray  the  whole 
of  the  expenses  of  this  mission.  A  new  paper,  called  the  Home  and  l-'or* 
eii»  11  Missionary  Journal  has  been  established,  which,  from  its  cheapness,  it 
is  hoped  will  attain  a  very  extended  circulation. 

Hi.  There  is,  however,  much  to  demand  our  Exertions,  The  Hoard  re* 
ports  SS,70(»  as  the  amount  of  their  liabilities  April  I.  The  Held,  is  indeed, 
a  wide  one.  With  a  climate  which  might  vio  with  that  of  Italy,  with  a 
territory  many  limes  larger  than  that  of  sonin  of  the  most  powerful  Europe- 
an States,  with  a  form  of  government  capable  of  producing  the  highest 
happiness,  the  religious  destitution  of  many  parts  ot  our  own  country  is  such 
must  excite  the  concern  of  every  patriot,  and  arouse  to  the  most  strenu- 
ous exertions  every  Christian. 

It  is  asked  what  is  the  proper  mode  of  exertion  ?  In  the  last  year's 
report  it  was  recommended  much  attention  should  be  paid  to  lading  aside 
■ni  I hr  first  day of  every  week,  for  benevolent  [imposes.  It  must  not  be  for- 
gotten, however,  thai  w«  must  lay  by  "as  the  Lord  hath  prospered"  us. 
This  is  the  main  part  of  injunction,  the  essence  of  it,  and  whether  it  be  dono 
once  a  week  or  once  a  year,  is  a  matter  secondary.  There  are  many 
whose  clear  income  at'ler  deducting  all  their  expenses  will  be  from  $2,000 
to  $'.20,000 — while,  they  are  anticipating  what  they  will  do  with  these  sums 
of  money,  or  when  they  receive  them  from  I  lie  Factor,  let  such  ask  them* 
selves  what  is  it  for  mi1  to  give  conscientiously  awdhc  Lord,  hath  prospered  mi:! 
There  are  many  Christians  whoso  souls  will  bo  seriously  injured  if  they 
do  not  give  hundreds  and  even  thousands  where  they^  m»w  give,  tens.  God 
.vill  bo  honored  hy  us  in  our  substance  or  our  sotils  must  sutler  grievously.  If 
I  Ind  withdraws,  in  a  great  degree  his  Spirit  from  the  heart  of  the  Christian, 
if  he  should  give  him  over  to  blindness  of  mind  and  hardness  ol  heart  for  u 
leason,  how  gladly  would  he  pari  with  all,  if  a  Christian,  to  have  restored  to 
him,  the  joys  of  salvation,  the  qoickenings  of  the  Spirit. 

Wo  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention  the  plan,  ol'Churches 
and  Associations,  taking  it  upon  them  to  support  certain  specified  stations  or 
.Missionaries  of  the  Domestic  .Mission  Board,  as  one  likely  to  increase  their 
interest  in  the  work.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College. 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  Denominational  Colleges, 
we  also  familiar  with  the  fact*  that  such' institutions  have,  with  t'^^'  exeep- 
ions,  oi  iginated  in  small  beginnings.  They  seldom  Spring  into  being  toll 
grown;  but  whatever  excellence  they  possess  and  whatever  eminence  they 
ittain,  are  usually  tho  result  of  much  unremitting  and  systematic  exertion  , 
)fa  benevolence.' sometimes,  perhaps,  short-sighted  and  ill  directed,  but  endu- 
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ring  and  expansive.  While  some  enterprises  of  this  character  have  entire!* 
failed,  involving  their  projectors  in  the  embarrassments  and  reproach 
which  always  attend  unsuccessful  effort,  even  in  the  beat  of  causes,  others 
have,  in  process  of  time,  proved  eminently  successful  and  more  than  res 
alized  the  most  sanguine  hopes  oi  their  founders. 

Hut  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  to  endow  a  college  adequate* 
ly,  without  the  aid  of  a  well  supplied  public  treasury,  or  extraordinary  iwli- 
dual  munificence,  is  not  the  work  of  a  day  ;  and  if  great  results  nro  not 
speedily  achieved,  still  encouragement  may  be  found  in  slow,  but  well  defin. 
cd  progress.  Hy  advancing  slow  and  securely,  year  by  year,  the  highest 
point  may  at  length  be  gained  and  the  most  important  end  accomplished, 

It  is  now  ten  years  since  tin*  design  of  establishing  a  college  was  first  con- 
ceived by  the  Convention,  and  live  years  have  elapsed  since  its  complete  or- 
ganization was  affected.  In  this  period  less  has  been  accomplished  than 
might  have  been  anticipated  from  the  wealth,  intelligence  and  liberality  of 
the  baptist  Denomination  of  this  Slate,  yet.  but  little  less  than  8100,000 
have  actually  been  contributed,  being  an  average  of  910,000  a  year,  A 
portion  of  this  has  been  expended  ill  the  erection  of  buildings,  payment  of 
agents,  purchase  of  apparatus,  &C,  while  the  greater  part  about  860,000,  is 
invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  applicable  to  current 
expenses.  The  first  session  of  the  Institution  commenced  \vi.h  MtiW  pupils, 
the  tenth  opens  with  one  hundred. 

The  Boatd  feel,  therefore,  in  presenting  their  accustomed  Annual  Report, 
that  they  have  much  cause  for  grateful  acknowledgment  lor  the  measure o» 
success  which  has  hitherto  attended  their  labors,  and  look  with  confidence  to 
•  ho  Convention  for  that  counsel  and  assistance  which  shall  enable  theni  to 
discharge  their  duties  with  greater  efficiency  ami  success. 

The  Collegiate  year  which  closed  in  July  last  was,  on  many  accounts,  a 
year  of  unusual  interest  to  the  College.  The  whole  number  of  students 
registered  was  a  hundred  and  twety-nine,  of  whom,  fourteen  were  pursuing 
studies  preparatory  to  the  ministry.  The  students  have,  at  all  limes,  been  char- 
acterized by  habits  of  industry  and  morality,  and  by  a  cheerful  obedience  to 
the  laws  of  the  college.  During  the  last  year,  especially,  their  conduit  has 
merited  the  approval  and  commendation  oi  '.he  Faculty  end  of  the  Hoard  of' 
Titis'ees. 

The  present  session  has  opened  under  more  favorable  prospects  tlrt'n  the 
preceding.  Over  one  hundred  pupils  have  been  registered  already,  u  large1? 
number  thnn  usual  having  heen  admitted  to  the  regular  classes.  The  Pre* 
paralory  Department  however,  is  quite  large  and  the  interests  of  both  it 
and  the  College  proper  would  be  greatly  promoted  if  the  means  of  the  Hoard 
Would  justify  the  erection  of  a  separate  building  for  its  use. 

At  the  Annual  meeting  ofthe  Hoard  in  July  Inst,  Prof.  Curtis  tendered 
his  resignation,  as  Prof,  of  Theology,  to  take  effect  the  first  of  January  next. 
Prof.  Lewis,  also,  retired,  troin  the  chnir  of  Ancient  Languages,  at  the  same 
time.  The  ability  and  success  with  which  these  gentlemen  have  discharged 
ihe  duties  of  their  respective  Professorships,  lead  the  Hoard  to  part  with 
them  with  much  regret. 

The  Rev.  Heniy  Tulbird,  of  Montgomery,  has  been  elected  to  the  Profes- 
sorship of  Theology,  and  has  signified  his  acceptance  ol  the  appointment. 
The  Rev.  Kussel  llolman  has  b«»n  elected  Professor  of  Mathematics  (Prof.

Goodhue  having  been  transferred  to  the  chair  of  Ancient  Languages)  and 
entered  upon  tlio  discharge  of  his  duties  the  first  October  last.  The  Hoard 
feel  that  they  have  been  peculiarly  fortunate  in  being  able  to  fill  theso  vacan. 
cies  90  ably  and  so  promptly. 

It  would  afford  tho  Hoard  much  pleasure,  if  they  were  able  to  report 
greater  success  in  the  endowment  undcrlaken  by  'he  Convention  at  its  last 
session.  The  paramount  importance  of  tho  object  aimed  at,  induced  tho 
Board  to  1190  every  cflbrt  they  could  command  to  carry  out  the  plans  of  tho 
Convention.  Hut  tncy  found  an  insuperable  obstaclo  in  tho  difficulty  of 
procuring  an  agent.  They  have  not  been  able  to  secure  the  continued  ser- 
vices of  anyone.  Hrother  DeVotic  made  such  effort  as  his  other  engagements 
would  permit,  mostly  in  tho  vicinity  of  Marion  ;  bro.  Ilolman  spent  a  few 
weeks  in  soliciting  funds  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  and  this  is  about  all 
the  Hoard  has  been  abio  to  accomplish  toward  tho  future  endowment  of  tho 
Presidenry.  The  entire  amount  which  has  been  raised  for  this  specific  ob« 
ject  is  $17,000.  With  tho  addition,  therefore,  of  this  amount  the  permanent 
funds,  tho   Treasurer's  Report  exhibits  :

i'Y  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase]  of  books.  Other  wants  which  could 
not  ht?  postponed,  have  been  so  numerous  and  so  urgent,  that  'his*  has  not  ro* 
ceived  its  proper  share  of  attention.  About  1,000  collected  from  various 
sources  (most  of  them  contribmted  by  friends  in  Marion  and  Greensboro,') 
compose  the  entire  Library.  These,  even  if  well  selected,  would  bo  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  wants  of  a  college 

A  brother  in  Mississippi,  U.  A.  Outlaw,  has  recently  sent  tho  Treasurer 
$100,  tit  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books.  If  others  whom  God  has  sup- 
plied with  means,  would  direct  special  contributions  to  this  object,  it  would 
!»c  tho  means  of  supplying  a  very  important  desideratum.  Hocks  of  refer* 
ence.  many  of  which  arc  very  expensive  ;  books  of  gcncml  literature,  of  Di- 
vinity, &c',  are  very  much  needed. 

Within  tho  last  year  the  students  belonging  to  tho  two  I  iterary  Societies 
made  a  commendable  effort  to  procure  Libraries  of  their  own.  With  funds 
•ontributed  by  themselves  and  their  friends,  the)  have  obtained  about  0«0 
volumes  each.  As  most  of  these  have  been  selected  with  care,  they  form  k 
very  valuable  beginning.  Commodious  halls  have  also  been  fitted  up  for 
the  use  of  tho  societies,

Report  on  the  Judson, 

The  Trustees  ol  the  Judson  Forrulo  Institute  respectfully  report: 

Thfl  pa^t  year  has  been  marked  by  a  high  d'  gree  of  pr<  e;  erily.  The  whole 
number  of  pupils  on  the  catalogue,  for  the  scholastic  year,  ending  July  31st  185]. 
was  16G;  being  a  larger  number  than  ever  before  repor'ed,  with  the  exception  of 
the  year  18  tt. 

The  year  has  also  bcon  remarkr.ble  for  tho  almost  entire  exemption  from  sick- 
ness enjoyed  by  tli3  pupils,  while  a  fatal  epidemic  was  prevailing  throughout 
nearly  the  whole  South-Went.  The  young  ladies -of  the  Judson  hive  nerer 
enjoyed,  in  any  year  since  the  Judson  was  established,  a  higher  degree  of  health . 

The  late  annual  exhibition  was  attended  by  a  large  concourse  ol'the  friends  of 
learning,  from  all  parts  of  Alabama  and  from  the  adjoining  States.  The  report 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  was  highly  encouraging,  and  well  calculated  to  stimu- 
late the  Faculty  and  Students  to  more  vigorous  efforts  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments of  labor.  The  graduating  cl  88  was  small,  the  Trustees  being  resolved  to 
bestow  the  honors  of  the  Institute  on  the  few  only  who  do  truly  and  properly 
demonstrate  their  claims  to  a  diploma,  rather  than  on  the  many  who  would  bring 
honor  to  the  institution  merely  bv  swelling  the  number  of  its  graduates. 

During  the  past  year,  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library,  ami 
the  pupils  have  manifested  an  increasing  desire  for  solid  and  useful  reading. 
Forty  copies  of  "The  Star,"  a  literary  paper  of  decided  merit,  published  at  Jack- 
sen,  Mississippi,  ha vi!  been  taken  by  the  boarders,  the  subscription  price  of  Two 
Dollars  being  paid  from  the  small  allowance  of  pocket  money  granted  them.  In 
the  exercise  of  a  like  self-denying  spirit,  they  have  cheerfully  given  from  tlw 
same  fund,  the  eighty-live  dollars  now  sent  up  to  this  Convention,  for  the  pur- 
pope  of  educating  a  heathen  girl  in  China. 

The  regular  Bible  Class  and  Sabbath  School  instruction  has  been  given  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  weekly  prayer  meeting  among  the  pious  young  ladies  has 
been  maintained.  Although  no  particular  revival  season  lias  occurred  in  school, 
y»'t  tli r*  e  of  the  pupils  were  baptized  during  the  session, 

During  the  last  session  the  south  wing  of  the  Institute  edifice  was  extended  by 
•u\  addition  of  twenty  feet.  At  the  present  moment,  a  similar  extension  of  thu 
north  wing  is  in  progress.  The  funds  for  these  improvements  are  derived  from 
?h«  rent  of  the  Institute.  The  Trustees  also  intend  to  make  an  addition  of  thir- 
tv-two  feet  by  forty,  four  stories  high,  to  the  main  building  of  the  edifice,  thus 
giving  greatei  facility  for  the  li'.erary  and  music  departments,  and  enabling  the 
steward  to  ;  cconnnodateone  hundred  and  twenty  boarders.  The  funds  for  tin's 
purpose  have  been  contributed  by  a  few  persons  in  Marion.  The  number  of 
young  ladies  already  entered  for  tlic  present  session,  which  opened  four  weeks 
ago,  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  ;  being  about  thirty  more  than  was  reported  to  the 
Convention,  at  this  date,  ono  year  ago. 

The  constant  uninterupted  and  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Judson  is  a  source 
ef  high  gratification  and  encouragement  to  your  Board  of  Trustees.  Since  the 
Judson  Female  Institute  was  opened  by  its  present  Princi pal,  fourteen  years  ago, 
wanting  only  two  months,  an  amazing  impulse  has  been  given  to  the  cause  of 
female  education  in  the  Southern  and  South-Western  States.  In  Alabama  a-id 
the  adjacent  portions  of  Mississippi,  from  which  the  Judson  chiefly  derives  its 
scholars,  there  may  bo  reckoned,  at  the  present  moment,  twenty-live  Female 
Seminaries  in  full  operation.  Most  of  these  are  provided  with  spacious  and 
costly  edifices,  with  able  faculties  of  instruction,  Libraries,  Appartus  and  all  the, 
requisite  appliances  for  imparting  a  thorough  and  accomplished  education.— ; 
Vet,  though  thus  surrounded  on  all  sides,  the  Institute  experiences  no  duniaV 
twn  in  numbers  or  in  power  or  influence.  The  increasing  iulerett  in  the  edu- 
cation of  our  daughters,  crowds  tho  halls  of  every  new  institution  with  pupils 
from  its  own]  immediate  vicinity,  while  the  same  interest  semis  a  still  greater 
2 
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mimbcr  from  widely  diversified  and  distant  point?,  from  different  nnd  dinl.utt 
States,  to  maintain  tho  honor  ami  usi  fulness  of  "  the  Old  Judson  "  Fostered 
by  the  kindness  of  tliiE Convention,  ami  favored  with  the  blessings  ol  Ht-HVen, 
may  it  not  hope  for  moro  signal  triumph  and  fur  a  perpetuity  of  Usefulness, 
through  generations  yet  to  come.

Report  on  the  Religions  Instruction  of  the  Negroes. 

Your  Committee  have  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  tike 
i  l eject  entrusted  to  their  consideration.  The  relation  which  this  class  of  our 
jopulation  sustain  to  us,  is  well  calculated  to  excite  the  sympathies  of  the  chris- 
v  an  heart, and  tos'iig^est  tho  earnest  enquiry,  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  k> 
«lo?  The  time,  we  trust,  has  passed,  if  it  ever  existed,  to  discuss  the ■  propriety 
v(  affording  religious  instruction  to  our  servants.  Tho  obligation  to  do  this  » 
Jflt  by  every  one,  moved  by  the  love  of  Christ.  The  only  question  that  cau 
i  rise  i«,  how  can  we  best  perform  the  work  7  Tills  is  a  point  not  eatily  deter- 
mined, but  that  it  must  he  met,  fidelity  to  Christ,  to  dying  men,  and  to  our  own 
)"ace  alike  demand.  It  would  be  difficult,  impossible  indeed,  to  propose  an? 
general  plan  which  would  in  every  case  ami  in  every  community  be  practicable. 
We  venture,  however,  to  suggest  two  that  stem  to  combine  simplicity  and  use- 
fulness, and  that  might  be  modified  to  suit  circumstances. 

1st.  Catechetical  oral  instruction— the  same  kind  of  instruction,  conveyed  i* 
a  different  way,  an  the  Sabbath  School  furnishes  to  our  children.  In  this  way 
the  great  truths  of  the  Bible  may  be  co  nmunicated  in  a  form  simple,  ottractivs 
-ad  easily  impressed  upon  tho  memory.  To  the  young  esj  ecially,  tins  mode  of 
Mistruction  is  eminently  adapted,  and  "is  the  only  means  by  which  they  can  tffeo- 
i dally  be  reached.  Kvery  family  might  have  a  Sabbath  School  at  home.  At  a 
convenient  hour  on  the  Sabbath  day,  let  the  children  be  recr.  ir  ed  to  assemble, 
**ean  and  ueat,  in  their  persons  and  apparel.    Theu  let  it  be  the  duty  of  toiu« 
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m.'inber  of  the  master's  family  to  incut  with  them,  and  instruct  tin  in  upon  tU 
name  plnu  that  iti  adopted  in  tin-  infant  school,  varying  tin-  exerchu's, no  as  nultu 
weary  them,  teaching  them  appropriate  hymn*,  ami  to  sing  them,  llersth* 
ndultti  (should  be  encouraged  to  come  sl*o.  Where  hoimea  of  worship  aro  con- 
venient a  general  Sabbath  School  for  tin-  neighborhood  should  be  established,  but 
not  necessarily  to  interfere  with  the  home  school,  in  the  faithful  porforinant** 
<.l  this  duty,  as  in  every  other  that  the  Gospel  enjoins,  the  laborer  should  uol 
lose  his  reward.  Let  it  bo  done — let  it  by  persevered  in  against  all  discourage- 
incuts,  and  tltci  next  generation  will  be  a  different  people,  who  shaft  "rise  up 
ami  call  you  blessed."  The  Gosp»>|  never  has  Idiied,— the  Gospel  never  can  nul 
to  make  men- better  in  all  the  relations  of  life. 

2d.  Having  the  Gospel  preached  by  men  properly  qualified,  particularly  l<i 
fhem.  Where  it  can  be  done,  missionaries  should  be.  employed  with  special  iv 
I'crence  to  tliis*  class,  and  where  this  is  not  practicable,  Pastors  of  church's  slum. U 
devote  a  portion  of  the  Sabbath  to  them,  and  such  other  occasions  an  he  can 
command,  uniting  with  the.preachcd  word,  as  an  efficient  auxi.iary,  the  Sabbain 
Ichool  system.  While  wo  recoiiir.ieuu  lh.it  a  part  of  the  Sabbath  tie  exclusively 
leveled  to  them,  we  regard  it  highly  desirable  that  theyshouid  be  encouraged 
10  attend  the  worship  ot  (Jod  in  connection  with  their  owners.  Let  Una  intuitu* 
(ion  be  as  patriarchal  in  the  service  of  (Jod  as  it  is  in  its  divine  origin,  and  in  it* 
domestic  relations.  This  work,  we  believe,  belong*  to  individuals,  and  the 
churches,  and  we  afl'-etionataly  urge  upon  them  the  prompt  performance  of  a 
duty,  the  discharge  ol  winch,  will  bring  its  own  blessed  reward,  and  whose  neg- 
lect may,  and  doubtless  will  plant  thorns  m   their  dying  pillows.     He  it  therefore 

Ursula  J,  That  the  religious  instruction  of  our  servants  ha*  pre-eminent  claims 
t>  our  attention. 

Rewind,  That  our  brethren,  individually,  and  our  churches  gen-rally,  u» 
earnestly  requested  to  adopt  one  or  both  of'the  plans  suggested  in  Him  Report, 
or  some  other  systematic  and  effective  measure  which  will  secure  to  our  colored 
population  the  knowledge  and  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of  ClirinL

Report  on  Sabbath  Schools. 

Early  Suppressions  uro  the  most  vivid  uml  the  most  lasting.  Hence,  lh«' 
importance  of  imhucing  the  minds  of  children  with  trull. — especially,  with- 
gospel  truth.  Thus  is  prevented  the  admission  of  dangerous  errors.  "Fill 
up  the  bushel  with  wheat  and  the  clutfT  can't  get  in."  John  Randolph  m|' 
Roanoio  was  accustomed  to  say  that  the  remembrance  id'  the  prayer  ai*. 
mother  taught  him  to  lisp  in  euriy childhood,  preserved  him  from  infidelity. 
The  instruction  imparted  in  iuliincy,  often  gives  direction  to  tlie  whole  life. 
and  seals  the  eternal  destiny  rd'  an  i  uumrul  spirit.  Never  more  than  at 
thia  inouleu',  have  our  youth  needed  the  protection  of  early  religions  instiuc- 
lion.  Suhhath  Schools  must  exert  a  powerful  influence  ill  guarding  the 
young  against  the  open  assaults  of  Eourierism,  the  insidious  scepticism  «i 
Carlyio  and  Leigh  limit,  the  pantheism  of  Theodore  Parker,  and  the  iukwl 
transcendentalism  of  Emerson. 

Sabbath  Schools  also  challenge  the  approbation  of  the  lover  of  his  coun'ry. 
Intelligence  ulono  cannot  dei-md  and  perpetuate  the  liberties  id' a  five  people. 
That  intelligence  must  he  ennobled  and  sanctified  by  virtue,  and  thai  pnbhc 
virtue  mud  huvo  its  foundations  laid  in  the  hearts  ol  the  young.  The  Sab- 
huh  School  utfords  great  facilities  lor  the  inculcation  of  the  principle.*  *t 
morality-  and  piety. 
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Puit  we  do  not  propose  to  discuss  tho  value  of  Sabbath  School  instruction*, 
this  is  freely  conceded,  and  the  importance  of  establishing  Sabbath  Schools 
wherever  they  cu\  he  supported,  ifi  fully  admitted.  It  is  also  rendily  admit" 
ted,  tha*.  Sabbath  Schools  cnn  he  successfully  conducted  in  our  cities,  towns 
and  villages;  but  it  is  doubted  whether  they  can  he  maintained  in  tho  roun« 
try,  out  ot  the  towns  and  villages,  and  independently  of  tho  regular  and  fre- 
quent ministrations  of  the  gospel.  Tho  soundness  o(  this  objection  maybe 
questioned. 

Sabbath  Schools  cannot  be  maintained,  either  in  town  or  country,  wilhout 
effort — judicious,  zealous,  persevering  ellbrts  on  the  part  of  their  friends.— 
[n  towns  and  villages,  they  are  not  tho  spontaneous  products  of  the  soil, 
springing  up  and  flourishing  wilhout  care  or  culture.  They  must  ho  judi- 
ciously planl'd  and  carefully  nurtured,  and  they  will  bring  forth  fruit  only  in 
the  sun-shine  of  pious  zeal,  and  when  watered  with  the  dews  of  heavenly 
grace.  Children  in  our  towns  will  not,  o|  their  own  accord,  assemble  lor 
the  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  There  is  no  innate  virtue  in  the  depraved 
heart  of  childhood,  responding  to  the  inherent  beauty  ol  divine  truth,  and  ins 
viting  tho  young  to  drink  of  the  fountain  of  life.  In  our  most  favored  town 
congregations,  children  will  not  associate  themselves  for  the  study  of  ths 
Word  of  God  without  Teachers,  and  Teachers  will  not  organize  themselves 
for  efficient  action,  unless  there  he  some  one  individual  whose  lively  intercut 
in  the  matter  prompts  to  apprrpriate  effort.  The  primary  origin  and  con* 
tinned  usefulness  of  Sabbath  Schools  every  wheic,  demands  labor,  time,  ar- 
dent devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  young  and  to  the  best  interests  of  society. 
Ily  the.-e  alone  can  these  noble  institutions  be  maintained  in  a  dense  poptila. 
lion,  and  by  lhe«c  also  can  they  bo  successfully  conducted  in  the  most  sparse- 
ly settled  neighborhoods. 

It  is  granted,  that  tlie  country  schools  require  a  greater  expenditure  of 
time  and  labor;  demand  a  warmer  zeal,  and  a  more  self-sacrificing  spirit, — 
Hut  if  christians  he  duly  impressed  with  tho  value  of  the  Sabhath  School  in- 
stitution, especially,  if  they  properly  appreciate  the  paramount  importance 
of  this  agency  in  sections  where  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  is  hut  seldom 
enjoyed,  they  will  cheerfully  make*  the  encrilicos  demanded  at  their  hands. 
True,  we  know,  thatSnUhnth  Schools  flourish  most,  as  does  every  active 
good  enterprise,  where  the  mmistrtttions  of  the  sanctuary  aro  regularly  en- 
joyed,  TherrrY/r/i/'/rgof  the  gospel — not  the  gospel  itself;  not  the  rrailint; 
of  the  gospel,  or  even  the  study  of  the  gospel,  but  the  prkaciuno  of  the  gos- 
pel is  ordained  of  God  to  he  the  grand  instrument  in  the  conversion  of  man. 
lint  facts  prove,  that  Sabbath  Schools  may  be  sustained,  and  will  accomplish 
great  good,   even  whero  the  preacher  of  the  cross  is  hut  seldom  heard. 

In  acouotry  neighborhood  in  this  State,  there  is  a  Sabbath  School  which 
was  founded  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  by  a  pious  layman,  now  a  memher  ef 
this  body.  For  twenty  year's,  that  Sabbath  School  has  al.vnjs  been  kept 
op,  although  they  have  had  preaching  only  once  a  month,  in  tho  neighhor- 
liood.  A  large  majority  of  the  children  taught  in  that  school,  during  this 
long  perin'',  have  become  pious..  Some  of  them  have  gone  to  heaven,  while 
others  rem  tin  to  occupy  positions  of  use-fulness  in  tho  church  on  e«rth.  Tho 
strong  Gtfoh.  fervent  zeal  and  untiring  labors  of  a  few  disciples  of  Christ  haTe 
kept  that  >.<  (tool  in  snoeesstiil  operation,  to  the  present  day. 

In  the  autumn  of  1834,  a  pious  Baptist  merchant  of  Western  Virginia,  a 
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plain,  unlettered  man,  passing  by  a  church  door  in  Philadelphia,  one  Sabbath 
morning,  saw  a  number  of  children  assembled,  and  entering  the  house,  found 
bimsell  in  a  Sabbath  School.  It  was  the  first  lime  he  had  ever  heard  ol 
»uch  an  institution.  He  was  delighted  with  the  scene.  Before  leaving  ilio 
city,  lie  informed  himself  of  the  best  method  of  conducting  Sabbath  Schools 
unci  obtained  a  aiipply  of  books,  cards,  &c.  with  the  view  of  establishing  a 
school  in  his  own  -iiuighboihood. 

As  the  writer  of  this  Report  was  stopping  in  a  wild  region  of  the  Alle- 
ghany Mountains,  to  avoid  travelling  on  the  Lord's  day,  he  found  himself 
present  at  the  first  meeting  of  this  Sabbath  School,  There  were  men,  wo- 
men and  children  almost  as  rough  as  the  rugged  rocks  among  which  they 
lived,  assembled  in  a  tude  lug  hut,  to  study  the  word  of  God.  Some  gray* 
headed  parents  could  not  read,  and  many  of  the  boys  and  girls  almost  grown 
to  manhood  and  womanhood,  did  not  know  their  letters.  They  had  never 
heard  a  sermon,  oftener  than  once  or  twice  a  year,  during  their  lives.  Hut 
despite  these  difficulties  and  discouragements,  the  Sabbath  School  was  or- 
gani/.ed,  and  went  into  successful  operation.  The  few  who  could  read  in- 
stiuctcd  those  who  could  not,  and  the  Baptist- merchant,  now  their  Superin- 
tendunl,  exercised  a  general  supervision  over  the  whole.  For  live  years, 
the  period  during  which  the  writer  occasionally  heard  from  that  region,  that 
Sabbath  School  continued  to  flourish,  and  to  diffuse  a  blessed  influence 
among  the  people  of  those  wild  mountain  regions. 

facts  like  these  might  be.  multiplied  indefinitely,  and  they  prove  that  there 
nro  no  insurmountable  obstacles  to  the  success  of  Sabbath  Schools,  even 
when  established  under  the  must  adverse  circumstances. 

it  is  objected,  that  Sabbath  Schools  cannot  be  maintained,  where  there  is 
preaching  only  once  a  month.  Hut,  if  the  people  can  meet,  monthly,  fur  at- 
tendance on  pleaching,  they  could  meet  twice  a  mouth,  or  (bur  times  a  month 
for  the  same  purpose,  if  the  opportunity  were  ufioided  them.  Ami  il  they 
could  assemble,  on  every  Sabbath,  jbr  listening  to  the  preaching  ol  the  gos- 
pel,  they  can  assemble,  every  Sabbath,  for  the  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
if  tkr.y  haix  an  inclination  la  do  sa,  A  little  earnest  and  vigorous  eflort,  on 
the  part  of  only  a  single  individual,  in  a  neighborhood,  will  insure  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Sabbath  School.  And  not  the  children  only  will  come ; 
the  parents  also,  will  attend.  These  and  other  adults  can  form  Uiblo  classes 
on  the  plan  of  mutual  instruction,  and  the  study  of  the  l'ible  will  soon  bo 
commenced  with  earnestness  and  prosecuted  with  zeal.  People  are  always 
interested  in  the  study  ol  the  Bible — 1  do  not  say,  the  mere  reading o(  the 
Scriptures — but  the  careful,  thorough  investigation  of  the  nr-at  lacis  and  doc- 
trines of  God's  Word.  The  fact  is,  few  persons,  even  among  chris'ians.  do 
eludjf  the  Scriptures.  They  read  their  Bibles — read  them  through,  perhaps 
once  a  year;  but  this  is  merely  passing  over  the  surface,  without  attempting 
to  dig  up  the  solid  masses  of  poll  which  lie  below.  The  Bible  is  so  won- 
derfully adapted  to  man's  intellectual  end  moral  nature  ;  so  peculiarly  suited 
to  all  his  physical,  social  and  moral  relation;  so  admirably  piovides  for  all 
the  exigencies  of  bis  whole  being,  that  no  man  can  profoundly  contemplate 
the  treasures  it  reveals,  without  feeling  his  mind  expanded,  his  soul  enriched, 
refreshed  and  delighted.  Common  minds,  uneducated  minds  share  in  the 
satisfaction  it  bestows,  ant  learn  to  value  it  highly,  und  rejoice  in  perusing 
its  sacred  pages. 


Ii  it  fmther  objected,  that  nhm  Sabbath  Schools  are  established,  in  rf. 
nolo sections,  thoy  soon  languish  aid  dip.  The  same  objection  might  I  ■ 
urged  agninsl  Sabbath  Schools  in  our  towns.  If  thrsr  are  neglected,  thf  \ 
also  will  wo  m  hcei-mn  extinct.  There  is  no  element  in  the  atmosphere  nft 
town  to  center  immortality  on  it*  institutions.  Secular  schools,  charifab  1 
•".♦ioties,  hcimvolent  associations,  and  even  the  churches  of  Christ  them 
>ol»e«  will  lose  their  efficiency  and  ultimately  he  dessoived, unless  the  friend, 
of  these  institution!  devoio  time,  and  labor,  and  money  and  zeal  losecuro  tc 
them  permanency,  and  energy  and  usefulness.  And  where  is  the  man  thfl 
lawyer,  merchant  or  farmer,  who  prospers  in  hi*  business,  except  under  tho 
Mine  conditions  ? 

All  that  we  ash,  is.  that  christians  should  apply  gospel  principles,  under tho 
direction  of  common  rense,  lo  Sabbath  Schools,  in  country  Sabbath  Schools 
and  then  we  feci  assured  these  noble  auxiliaries  of  the  Bible,  the  Pulpit  and 
Preacher  will  be  universally  established  and  successfully  mnintuined. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  leave  lo  offer  the  following  resolution*: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  regards  Sabbath  Schools  as  one  of  the 
most  efficient  nndmoful  instrumentalities,  blessed  of  Cod,  lor  the  advancement 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Hrsohrd,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommend  to  nil  nus  churches,  both  in 
town  and  country,  In  establish  and  maintain  Sabbath  Schools. 

Resolved,  Thai  the  Standing  Committee  on  this  subject  bo  instructed  to 
present,  at  the  next  meeting  of  'his  Convention,  full  statistics  relating  In  the 
Sabbath  Schools  connected  with  the  Associations  and  Churches  repmscnted 
in  this   body.

Report  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

\\  ith  gratitude  to  Cod,  vnur  committee  give  it  as  their  opinion,  that  is 
no  period,  in  the  history  of  our  Slate,  has  tho  com  w  of  religion  been  so 
prosperous  as  at  the  present  lime.  The  glad  tidings  have  come  to  us  through 
!he  com" ponding  letters,  from  the  churches  and  Associations  to  your  body  ; 
but  more  particularly  through  that  welcome  visitor  and  bearer  of  good  news, 
the  South  Western  Baptist. 

Although  .some  of  our  churches  and  Associations  have  not,  will  in  the  Con. 
v.-ntional  tear,  been  visited  with  the  outpouring  of  the  Holv  Spirit,  as  in 
homer  years,  yet  we  are  satisfied  that  revivals  have  been  more  general  thus 
formerly.  The  revival?,  we  Hre  gratified  to  learn,  have  been  characterized 
I'.v  deep  conviction  for  sin;  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  total  depravity  of 
the  heart  ;  the  utter  inability  of  man  In  save  himself  by  the  deeds  of  tho  law; 
and  a  consequent  reliance  upon  the  Uible  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  in 
Christ  for  salvation.  It  should  encourage  the  Convention  and  tho  Associa- 
t mm  to  labor  with  it,  in  Domestic  .Missions,  White  and  Colored,  in  our 
S'ate  to  know  that  the  revivals  have  been  mostly  nmong  those  who  havs 
-owed  bountifully  the  word  of  Cod  among  tho  destitute,  and  at  those  points 
"hero  they  have  most  assiduously  cultivated  the  seed.  We  are  fatisficd  that 
revival*  are  now  more  prudently  conducted,  and  are  becoming  annually 
more  Set iptural.     Wc  confidently  expect  that  at  no  distant  period,  revivals 
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wjM  become  apostolic ;  for  ministers  and  churches  aro  laying  aside  human 
appliances  and  are  betaking  themselves  to  iho  instrumentalities  luund  in  the 
Word  (if  God.  Wo,  therefore,  believe  that  the  lime  will  come  when  thum 
will  he  no  objection  to  revival*,oxccpt  by  tho  Adversary  ami  his  friends. 

Another  pleasing  fiici  lias  not  escaped  the  observation  of  your  Committee, 
they  are  satisfied  tint*,  there  is  a  rapid  increase  of  Scriptural  piety  in  the  church* 
fs.  TIih  is  evinced  by  a  more  strict  attention  to  the  Word  of  God,  the  in* 
strurneni  of  bauctilicatinn  ;  by  increased  liberality  to  the  benevolent  objects 
cherished  by  this  body  ;  and  by  a  greater  consecration  of  their  time  and  tal- 
ents to  the  service  of  God. 

Your  commitle  believe  that  this  increase  of  piety  in  the  churches  is  ow- 
ing, mainly,  to  the  rapid  and  gratifying  improvement  in  our  ministry  in  spir« 
itualily  and  intelligence.  It  in  evident  the  ministers  in  our  State  are  under* 
standing  the  duty  of  entire  consecration  to  the  cause  of  Cluist  belter  than 
formerly,  and  aro  becoming  more  spiritual  and  holy  ;  and  as  ministers  raise 
high  the  standard  of  holiness  by  word  and  deed  the  churches  grow  to  lh« 
measurement. 

Your  committee  cannot  forbear  to  mention  another  pleasing  feature  in  the 
ministiy  of  reconciliation.  It  is  this;  they  are  becoming  sounder  in  the  laith, 
and  co  operate  mpre  unitedly  for  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  God  und  (ha 
salvation  of  souls.  The  old  fashioned  Bible  doctrine  of  election  and  prcdes* 
lination  is  belter  understood  by  them  ;  firmly  believed,  clearly  stated  and  lo- 
gically enforced.  And,  too,  they  contend  moro  earnestly  for  the  great  doc- 
trine <  f  the  Reformation  by  Justification  by  faith.  We  sinceiely  hope  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  our  ministry  will  see  eye  to  eye,  and  speak  the 
nine  thing  in  regard  to  those  doctrines  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  trim 
piety.

body  of  the  brethren.  The  elements  of  such  a  scheme  your  committee 
humbly  trust,  may  be  devised  by  judicious  brethren,  to  be  selected  by  this 
•body,  and  properly  incorporated.  Your  commitle  would,  however,  claim 
your  indulgence,  whilst  they  urge  upon  your  consideration  the  vast  importance 
and  pressing  necessity  of  this  work  in  order  that  brethren  may  be  induced 
to  waive  any  minor  objections  to  th«  plan  proposed,  and  in  the  spirit  ot  har- 
mony and  love,  proceed  to  adopt  this,  or  seme  modification  of  it,  that  shall 
promise  success.

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all  these  and  tenfold  more  of  personal  suflbriug,  is  what  we  can  believe,  b 
the  question  is  whether  these  self-denying  men  should  bo  forced  to  i\o  th 
great  woik  amidst  such  discouragement  and  inconveniences,  or  whether  tho 
brethren  will  surrender  a  part  of  that  which  God  hath  made  them  the  stew. 
nrds,  to  cheer  thetn  whilst  living  and  laboring,  and  shed  around  their  dying 
pillow  the  comfortable  assurance  that  when  they  are  gone,  (heir  little  ones 
will  not  cry  for  bread  in  vain  :  but  the  brethren  will  rally  around  them  the 
honors,  the  education  and  the  comforts  of  life,  which  their  circumstances 
demand.  The  church  might  even  learn  a  commendable  lesson  from  some 
of  these  man-invented  institutions,  by  which  the  members  of  vaiious  fra- 
ternities arc  cared  for  in  sickness  utitl  poverty,  and  their  families  supported 
and  educated  when  they  are  gone.  Shall  it  be  admitted  that  such  institutions 
bear  a  more  enlarged  benevolence,  a  more  generous  spirit  than  t'Veii  tho 
church  of  our  limleemer  possesses?  Shall  these  fraternities  provide  lor  their 
member-,  without  discrimination!  whilst  the  church  of'  (bid  will  hold  buck 
fir  proper  measure,  to  provide  fir  th^  very  Minister,  who  breaks  to' them  tho 
bread  of  life,  and  who,  under  God,  are  ollen  nuule  the  instruments  not  only 
of  the  conviction,  but  conversion  ol  those  as  dear  to  them  as  their  own  souls. 
With  regard  to  the,  best  means  of  providing  for  the  families  of  our  brethren 
in  the  ministry,  your  committee  is  fully  persuaded  that  any  cfibrt  to  have  the 
work  done  by  churches  or  association-,  must  prove  utterly  abortive  ;  this  is 
a  gieat  work,  and  cannot  be  accomplished  by  the  outlay  of  a  few  dollars  or 
a  lew  hundreds  of  dollars.  Moreover  it  is  in  the  churches*  and  associations 
where  cases  requiring  relief  ur«  most  npl  to  occur,  that  the  least  ability  to 
aflbrd  relief  is  found.  Such  churches  and  associations  feel  that  it  requires  a 
struggle  to  provide  even  tolciably  for  their  Pastors,  whilst  their  Pastors  ate 
able  to  mm  vo  ;  hut  should  that  old  and  faithful  servant  fall  at  his  post  or  be  laid 
aside  from  service;  immediately  a  successor  must  lie  provided,  or  the  church 
declines  and  they  are  now  taxed  to  the  utmost  to  support  him  without  the 
ability  to  relieve  the  old  and  worn  out  servants,  howeter  much  they  might 
desire  it.  Let  brethren  nlamdon  as  utterlj  useless  any  such  id»a  a-  the  work 
can  be  done  to  ant  considerable  extent,  without  the  Co-operation  of  largo 
numbers  of  our  brethren. 

Yoi'r  committee  are  nl«o  ns  fully  convinced  that  it  is  not  the  legitimate 
business  of  this  Bndv,  orshotld  be  made  so  by  any  alteration  in  its  const itu. 
th»n  ;  they  have  therefore  conceived  the  idea  of  creating  a  new  Ib.dy,  whose 
annual  meetings  ought  tube  held  (if  judged  expedient)  in  connection  with 
this;  but  whose  labors  should  be  exclusively  devoted  to  the  one  great  work 
of  providing  for  the  families  of  deceased  or  otherwise  disabled  Ministers, 

Unsolved.  1.  That  tho  Body  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  eleven  brethren, 
who  shall  be  authorized  to  petition  the  Leg i slot u re  of  Alabama,  to  br  incor-

Report  on   Education. 

Among  the  mote  enlightened  nations  of  ancient  times  there  were  a  few 
sasjacions  individuals  who  fully  appreciated  the  influence  of  early  cducatioa 
upon  the  formation  of  character,  lioth  individm  1  and  national ;  hut  it  does  not 
appear Ibat  even  their  mom  politic  rubra  anil  legislators  ever  conceived  ths 
sublime  idea  of  moulding  the  character  of  a  nation  by  the  thorough  conncc 
tion  ol  the  masses.  The  high  degree  of  intellectual  culture  which  shed  sucb 
an  enduring  lustre  upon  the  republics  ol  Italy  and  Grecco  was  the  sponta- 
neous effect  uf  free  government  upon  an  intellectual  people,  and  not  tho  re. 
*u!t  of  any  well  conceived  system  of  early  instruction. 

It  has  heen  reserved  for  later  lime*  to  discover  the  relation  of  education  t 
the  intelligence,  virtue,  ami  happiness  ol  a  people.  And  the  more  this  sub 
ject  has  been  invest'gated.  the  more  fully  lias  its  importance  been  recognize! 
until  in*  now  claiming  the  attention  of  (he  wise  and  good  of  every  land,- 
It  claims  the  attention  oi  the  Statesmen  and  legislator  as  tho  'rue  basis  i 
natutal  greatness,  the  only  sure  and  unfailing  bopo  of  a  free  people.  Ere 
the  more  arid  tray  governments  of  the  Old  World  are  awakening  to  the  tint 
of  the  adage  that  "Knowledge  is  Power,"  and  are  endeavoring  to  aequir 
influence  and  power,  by  improving  the  intellectual  condition  ol  their subject) 
some  European  Slates  have  in  practical  operation  the  most  perfect  systen. 
of  general  education,  that  have  yet  been  devised. 

The  philanthropist  also,  finds  in  education  the  most  effectual  means  of  pro 
moling  the  welfare  nnd  happiness  of  his  lellowMnen.  Hence,  many  who 
haie  been  successful  in  the  accumulation  of  wealth  tippr«ntiate  much  rs 
their  glins  while  living,  undnnVn  large  portions  of  their  estates  when  nying.ti 
found  and  endow  colleges  and  other  seminaries  of  learning  ;  thus  conferring 
inestimable,  hlrs-ingson  mankind  and  securing  to  themselves  a  good  nains 
in  all  future  lime. 

Ibii  to  the  CheLffian,  the  proper  training  of  lb"  rising  generation  is  an 
object  of  transcendent  interest  and  importance.  He  views  it  not  only  in  its 
relations  to  il,js  life,  bnji  also  in  reference  to  the  life  to  com*  ;  not  only  as  a 
menus  of  promoting  individual  and  social  happiness,  but,  ulso,  of  training  up 
immortal  being- to  glorify  their  Creator  and  enjoy  His  presence  forever.— 
With  him  "the  fear  of  I  be.  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom,"  the  chief  end 
of  all  attainments.  lie  does  not  undervalue  those  acquisitions  which  arc* 
purely  intellectual,  hut  knows  tint  unsandided  knowledge  is  of! en  a  fearful  in- 
strument of  evil ;  he  does  n  t  reject  "the  aliomatic  truth,  that  sound  learn* 
iHp and  science  dui,  by  a  natural  law. gravitate  toward  virtue,"  but  daily^ob- 
seivation,  as  well  a?  history,  convinces  hiru  that  the  "centrifugal  forces"  ai« 
very  apt  to  prevail  over  the  "centripetal  :"  that  lha  evil  tendencies  of  tho  hu« 
man  heatt  art'  loo  powerful  tub-  restraned  by  any  other  species  of  conroe- 
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lion  than  that  which  rests  on  the  early  uml    faithful  inculcation   of  religiom 
truth. 

Religious  Associations,  therefore,  very  naturally  include  this  subject  with- 
in the  sphere  of  their  benevolent  operations,  end  the  propriety  of  their  do- 
ing  so,  may  he  sustained  by  (he  following  Among  other  considerations. 

1.  The  llible  makes  it  the  du'y  of  Christians  to  trhin  up  their  children 
"in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  i  ord  :"  and  this  can  only  he  dime  by 
commencing  religious  instruction  earl),  and  continuing  it  Ion;;  and  pel  sever- 
ing! v.  It  mum  begin  in  the  family  circle,  be.  followed  up  in  Hie  school. room 
the  college  and  on  all  suitable  occasions.  "Thou  shall  teach  theiu  to  thy 
children  when  thou  siltesl  in  thy  house,  when  thou  walkcs1  by  the  way,  when 
thou  licst  down,  and  when  thou  risost  up."  If  the  impressions  received  at 
home  are  not  fallowed  up  by  cor  res  o  idingina  it  c  ions  in  lie  school  room,  the/ 
will  speedily  be  effaced. 

2.  Christian  denominations  enn  most  easily  give  education  that  moral  and 
religious  tone  which  shall  render  it  a  blessing  to  mankind. 

In  our  country  the  diversity  of  opinions  in  religion  is  so  great,  that  it  is 
deemed  impracticable  to  make  even  the  cardinal  truths  of  Christianity  a  sub. 
je-Cl  of  thorough  ninl  systematic  instruction  in  schools,  under  the  control  of 
the  secular  authorities.  It  may  reasonably  Ins  questioned  whether  this  c\. 
elusion  of  the  most  important  element,  the  vital  principle,  of  early  education, 
is  either  necessary  or  wise,  under  any  circumstances.  Hut  the  dillicidlies 
which  are  supposed  to  lie  in  the  way  of  conducting  public  education 'on  a 
Christian  ba^is,  certainly  do  not  exist  in  schools  originated  and  cultivated  by 
religious  organizations,  It  is  expected,  as  a  matter  of  course,  that  such 
schools  will  make  the  doctrines  and  truths  of  the  Bible  a  prominent  feature 
in  their  course  of  instruction,  that  they  will  aim  to  cultivate  heart  not  less 
than  head. 

3.  Education  i?,  under  God,  the  great  agent  by  which  the  chinch  is  to  ex- 
tend her  borders, 

When  the  apostate  Emperor,  Julian,  attempted  to  suppress  Christianity 
and  to  rear  again  the  crumbling  altars  of  Paganism,  one  of  the  m  ist  politic 
measures  which  lie  adopted  was  to  prohibit  Chiisthins  from  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  empire :  declaring  ."thai  i!  they  refused  to  adore  the 
gods  of  Homer  and  Demosthenes,  theyoujlht  to  content  themselves  withes* 
potiuding  Luke  and  Matthew  in  the  churches  of  the  Galileans."  This  wick* 
cd  prince  understood  the  importance  ol  first  impressions  ;  he  knew  full  well 
lhal  if  the  Christians  were  to  have  the  education  of  the  youth  of  his  realm, 
lie  Would  la^or  in  vain  to  reconstruct  the  decayed  fabric  of  polytheism.  lie 
also  had  reason  to  expect,  that  the  children  of  Christian  parents  educated 
in  pagan  schools,  or  deprived  of  all  advantages  of  education,  might  easily  he 
induced  to  abandon  the  faith  of  their  fathers  and  become  the  victims  ol  hij 
insidious  policy 


Iiui  thrt  history  of  the  christian  church,  for  the  last  til  rest  centuries  espe- 
cially, affords  an  interesting  illustration  of  this  point.  Measures  tor  general 
christian  education  were  first  matured  and  reduced  ton  system  at  Geneva 
shout  the  middle  of  the  10th  century.  The  influence  which  that  great  man, 
Calvin,  possessed  in  State,  as  well  as  church,  enabled  them  to  devise  and 
put  in  successful  operation  that  system  of  religious  education  which  has  done 
so  much  for  Switzerland,  rind  which,  in  a  slightly  modified  form,  was  introdu* 
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ccd  into  Scotland  by  Knox.  The  two  groat  agencies  by  which  these  cele. 
brated  Reformers  proposed  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  Cbiitt,  among  men, 
wero  '.lie  school  and  I  lie  church.  These  they  niiitod  in  ties  of  stricter  amity, 
and,  in  Swiztei  land  and  {Scotland,  tliey  have  never  been  divorced.  The  result 
is  manifest  in  tho  intelligence, virtue,  and  unconquerable  love  of  civil  and  re> 
ligious  liberty,  which  continued  to  marl;  the  chaiactcr  of  the  inhabitants  ol 
those  countries  to  the  present  day. 

A  still  more  remarkable  illustration  of  tho  influence  of  early  education,  in 
moulding  the  character  and  religious  sentiments  of  u  people,  is  supplied  in 
tho  history  of  the  pursuits  dining  the  Kith  and  following  centuries.  The 
founder  of  the  order  of  Jesus  understood  the  ellicacy  of  the  weapon  ho  would 
employ,  and  determined  (hat  it  should  be  wielded  by  skilful  hands,  lie,  there- 
fore, instituted  u  particular  order,  who  should  consecrate  themselves  excln. 
vivuly  to  the  instruction  ol  the  young.  These  constituted  n  body  of  proles* 
nionul  teacher*,  who  devoted  themselves  pssiduously,  ami  for  life,  to  the  Lu.-i. 
ness  of  instruction.     Till  then,  education  hud   been  chiefly  in    the    hands  o! 

men  of  letters.     These,  the   Jesuits   undertook    lo  drive  from  I  heir  posts. 

••They  began,",  observes  Uanke,  in  his  history  of  the   Popes,  "by  close  ob« 

serfs  nee  of  method  and  their  course  ol  instruction   was  pursued  in  a  peifeet- 

ly  mtitbrm  spirit  from  the  lowest  to  the    highest    grnde.     Furthermore,  Ihey 

paid  strict  attention  lo  morals  and  produced  well  bred  men.  They  were  pat* 

ionised  by  the  civil  authorities  and  lastly  they  gave  their  instructions  gratis." 

(p.  80.)     The  order  naturally  contrived  to  appropriate  lo  itsell  all  the  ciniiiunl 

lulenls  ol   its  pupils,  among  whom  are  numbered  some  of  most  distinguished 

men  ol  their  day  ;  while  their  professors,  who  did    not  hesitate  to    contend 

with  Protestants  lor  the  palm  of  distinction  in  every  department  of  prolane 

knowledge,  speedily  acquired  a  reputation  lor  learning,  which  more  lha'i  two 

centuries  of  degeneracy  has  not  been  aide  (o  efface.     As  a  consequence  their 

schools  and  colleges  sprung  up  in  every  country  where  they    could   possibly 

secure  a  footing,  or  were  even    tolerated.     In  pursuance  ol  their    well  con- 

ceived  plans,  they  commenced  operations  with  early  childhood,  wjih  pii.i.aiv 

education  and  prosecuted  their  labors  with  such  untiring   assiduity   and   sue 

cess,  that  in  u  short  time  their  sell  cols    acquired  a  reputation  superior  lo  the 

schools  of  the  Protestants.     »'lt  was  (blind  that  young  persons  learned  more 

under  them  in  a  half  year,  than  with  others  in  two  years  ;  even    Protestants 

called  hack  their  children  Iroin  distant  schools  and  put  i hem  ttndei  the   eaie 

id  the  Jesuits."     Uanke,  p.  172.  The  chief  dibit*  ol  this  order  were  direc 

tod  to  Germany,  where  they  set  themselves  at  work  to  reclaim  the  allegiance 

to  Hone  of  a  people,  whou  .d.'iLuthei  and  lib  ussoei  ites.  had  thrown  oiTlLfl 

Papal  yoke  and  entered  upon  a  higher   career  of  intellectual  end    religious 

progress.   As  the  people  were  mostly  Protestants,  they  could  expect  but  little 

sympathy  and  much  opposition,     but  they    were    not   discouraged.      Like 

skilltid  and  cautious  assailants,   they  set  themselves   industriously    at  work 

sapping  the  foundations  of  walls  they  could  not  scale  openly,  or  demolish  by 

direct  assault.     And  ihey  succeeded  to  admiration.     ••Ere  long  (be children 

who  frequented  the  schools  ol  the Jesuits  in  Vienna,  were  "distinguished  for  their 

resolute  refusal  lo  partake,  on  fast  days,  of  foi bidden  meats,  which  their   pa« 

rents  ate  withou.  s;:rup'c.     In  Cologne  it  mos  onco  more  an  honor  to   wear 

the  rosary.     1. -lie*  begun  to  be  honored  at  Trier   Where  for  more   than  a 

century  no  one  had  dared  to  exhibit  them.     Alreadv,  jn   1560,  the    vouth  of 
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Iiipolilsia.lt  went  in  procession,  two  and  two,  from  the  Jesuit  school  to  Eich» 
Madt,  in  order  to  be  strengthen*  at  their  confirmation  hy  the  dew  that  distilled 
from  the,  tomb  of  St.  Walpurgi.  The  feelings  thus  engendered  in  tho  school* 
propagated  throughout  the  mass  of  tho  population  by  preaching  and  confes- 
sion."   Do,  p.  171. 

Similar  success  attended  their  labors  wherever  they  went.  In  1551  Ca» 
tholicism  had  not  a  foot  hold  on  German  soil ;  in  ten  yearn  she  had  recov-* 
crcd  neaily  one  half  of  her  lost  possessions  without  a  struggle  and,  appa- 
rently, without  aiming  at  so  important  a  conquest.  "They  conqured  the  Ger- 
nims  on  their  own  soil,  in  their  very  homes,  and  wrested  from  them  a  part 
of  their  native  land." 

These  early  operations  of  tho  Jesuits  are  worthy  of  our  attention,  because 
ihey  illustrate  important  truths  and  furnish  valuable  lessons  to  nil  who  would 
understand  the  nature  and  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  the  influcnco  which 
may  bo  wielded  by  education.  It  illustrates  the  facility  with  which  the  mind 
receives  early  impressions.  A  lew  short  years  sufficed  to  enable  this  order 
to  wean  the  youth  of  their  charge  from  the  faith  oftheir  Hit  hers,  They  ncqui- 
led  an  influence  over  them  superior  to  parental  authority  and  moulded  their 
tender  ami  impressible  minus  at  pleasure.  Having  acquired  Mich  influcnco 
over  the  children,  they  more  easily  gained  access,  to  tho  hearts  of  tho  pa- 
rents. 

It  also  shows  that  the  youthful  mind  is  eminently  susceptible  of  religious 
impressions  nnd  proves  that  the  moral  and  religious  elements  of  the  mental 
constitutions  are  not  plastic,  not  less  capable  of  being  moulded  by  the  for* 
niative  process  cf  education,  than  tho  intellectual  powers.  And  we  all  know 
with  what  tenacity  religious  opinions  maintain  their  hold.  In  matters  of 
science,  art  or  literature,  the  mind  is  always  open  to  conviction  and  truth  is 
eagerly  sought  and  gladly  embraced  however,  and  wherever,  presented; 
hut  in  religion  the,  adage  'just  as  the  twig  is  bent,  the,  tree  is  inclined," 
is  emphatically  true.  Whatever  bent,  whatever  bias  I  be  mind  receives, 
especially  if  it  be  in  a  wrong  d'rcclin'n,  subsequent  cflnrt  cannot  easily  change. 
When  erroneous  notions  of  moral  and  religious  truth  have  once  taken  root, 
nothing  short  of  sovereign  power  of  divine  grace,  can  ordinarily  eradicate 
t  lie  in. 

"Scratch  the  green  rind  of  a  sappling  or  wantonly  twist  it  in  the  soil, 
And  the  scarred  and  crooked  oak  will  tell  of  thee  for  centuries  to  come." 

Wo  alsoobsorvo  the  influence  which  superior  literary  institutions  confer 
on  those  who  possess  them.  They  are  powerful  for  good,  or  lor  evil.  In 
the' hands  of  the  Jesuits,  they  became  the  instruments  of  Prnselytisin  and 
Spiritual  Despotism  ;  in  the  hands  of  Protestants  llvy  have  been  tho  most 
efficient  agents  in  the  moral  regeneration  of  tho  world. 

It  is  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  know  thai  the  importance  ofthis  sub- 
ject  ha»  not  failed  to  attract  tho  attention  pi  other  denominations  and  that  our 
own  is  gradually  awakening  to  its  interests  and  duty.  Our  Presbyterian 
brethren  have  fi>r  many  years  been  vigorously  engaged  in  building  up  colle- 
ges and  Seminaries  of  tho  higher  grade,  and  within  the  last  few  years,  they 
have  entered  with  cqiml  energy  upon  th«  wider  and  mora  difficult  task  of 
general  education.  That  church  has  imny  prosperous  colleges  under  her 
own  immediate  control,  and  many  others  arc  in  c.Tcct  cuiccrcd  and  control" 
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Vdby  licr.     She  has  her  Presbyterian  academies  and  high  schools   iu  every 

Mat*", conducting  ihc  academical  studies  ofyouug  men  preparing  fiir  college 

,ir  the  higher  walks  of  business  and  professional  life;  and  her  parochial 

School  system  is  rapidly  consumating  the  grand  scheme  of  "educating  all  her 

uth  under  her  own  MipcNnlendunce  and  control." 

The  Episcopal  church  is  equally,  if  no!  more,  zealous  in  the    panic  cause, 

•\ndthe    Methodist    denomination,   like    (he    Hoptist,  too   long  remiss.  Is 

.row  bestiriti"  itsell  and   rising  in  the  might  of  its  numbers  and   wealth  to 

,'o  its  proportion  of  the  work  and  ro;i,»  its  share  ot  the  fruit  of  well-conducted 

,4ucation.     As  Baptists,  wc  must,  therefore,  hi  sclf»deienc«,  if  from  no  high* 

r  motive,  address  ourselves  energetically  to  the  same  great  work.  We  must 

.uild  up  and  sustain  institutions  ot  our  own,  or  resign  to  others  all  the.  ud- 

untliges  which  they  confer  and  he    content  to  have  our  tons  and  daughters 

ducated  under  influences  which  we  cannot  approve. 

In  other  stales  our  denomination  is  not  altogether  inactive,  as  the  number 
lod  respectability  ©four  c  dieges  and  high  schools  fully  attest.      In  Alabama, 
o  have  also  charming  indications  of  the  dawn  of  a  more  enlightened  pol- 
icy   on  this  vital  subject.     Within  the  Inst  ten  years,   important  and  deeb 
vc   steps  have  been  taken.     A  college    has  been   established  and  partial. 
,■  endowed.     Though  in  its  infancy,  it  is  rapidly  progressing  in  reputation 
,  nd  now  affords  •  the  means  of  imparting  a  thorough  education  in  all   the 
•tual  branches  of  liberal  study.     It  contains  also  special  provision  fur  the 
ducution  of  pious  young  men  desirous  of  preparing   for   the  ministry;—* 
•rovisicn  which  ought  to  render  I  his  institution  an  object   of  peculiar  inters 
st  and  affection  to  the  denomination. 

If  Howard  College  is  properly  cherished,  if  every  Baptist  in  the  Stale 
tfould  feel  a  personal,  a  religious  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  endeavor  to  pro- 
mote its  prosperity  and  success  as  the  aUhgf.  of  the  denomination,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  it  would  very  soon  remunerate  them  an  hundred  fold. — 
Many  young  men  would  be  educated  annually,  some  logo  forth  and  engage  in 
the  ordinary  avocations  of  private  life,  others  to  till  stations  of  honor  and  '.rus'.. 
and  some  to  stand  on  the  the  walls  of  Zion  and  proclaim  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  to  a  perishing  world. 
t  The  Committee  observe  in  the  communication  of  the  "Coosa  River  As* 
r  ociath  n,"  that  that  body  has  taken  measures  "for  the  creation  of  a  male 
.ligli  School,  to  tie  located  at  the  town  of  Talladega,1'  and  that  the  prof 
peels  are  favorable  Ibr  the  speedy  accomplishment  of  their  plans.  The 
Central  Association  has  also  resolved  to  establish  a  similar  institution  to  i* 
called  the  "East  Alabama  Male  High  School."  Schools  of  this  class  are 
vsry  much  needed  iu  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  il  is  hoped  that  our  own  de* 
nomination  will  perform  its  share  hi  the  labor  of  establishing  thum. 

The  Committee  are  also  gratified  to  learn  that  the.  efforts  of  the  Liberty 
and  1  uskegee  Associations  to  establish  female  Seminaries  within  their  own 
bordeis,  as  noticed  iu  the  Minutes  of  the  Convention  for  last  year,  promise  k> 
be  eminently  successful.  The  former  body  has  a  flourishing  school  in  op. 
eraliou  at  tl«e  town  of  Li  Fayette.  Through  the  energy  and  liberality  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Tuskegee  \ssociation,  the  East  Alabama  Female  College 
has  been  established  at  the  town  of  Tuskegee,  and  a  large  and  mmmodioos 
College  Edifice  is  now  iu  progress  of  erection.  An  able  and  efficient  coips 
•f  teachers  has  been  »clecled,  at  the  head  of  w  horn  and  President  uf  thv  Cob 
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kge,  is  brother  Henry  II.  Barmn.  Brother  A.  J.  Hal  tie  is  aUo  U>  he  cm-, 
uectcd  with  ihejnstitutinn,  as  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages  and  the  Na- 
iutivl  Sciences.  The  difleient  departments  pro  all  tilled  with  able  and  ex. 
perienced  teacher*,  and  your  committee  have  reason  to  hope  and  believe  ih&t 
the  College  will  share  liberally  in  the  Ikvor  nnd  patronage  of  the  public. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Board  ofTrustees  of  the  Judson  Female  Institute, 
it  appears  that  thin  Seminary,  which  is  ono  of  the  oldest  and  most  popular 
Institutions  of  learning  in  the  Slate,  and  is  the  property  of  the  Convention,  i< 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The  number  of  pupils,  is  at  the  present 
lime,  so  large  mat  additional  accommodations  are  necessary,  nnd  the  breth- 
ren of  Marion,  have,  with  their  accustomed  liberality,  contributed  the  funds 
requisite  for  this  purpose.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
to  the  energetic  and  accomplished  Principal  li»r  the  uniform  prosperity  and 
success  which  mark  the  history  of  this  institution. 

Finally,  your  Committee  conclude,  by  submitting  the  following  resolutions 
as  expressing  in  a  condensed  form,  the  sentiments  which  they  have  endea- 
vored to  embody  in  this  deport: 

Resulted,  Thai  this  Convention  regard  the  education  of  the  rising  generation 
as  an  object  of  paramount  importance,  commending  itself  alike  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  legislator,  the  benevolence  of  the  philanthropist,  and  the  sympathies  of  the 
christian. 

Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  in  all  well-directed  i  fforf.-<  to  rear  institutions  of 
Warning  in  our  country  stud  especially  within  the  limits  of  our  own  State;  be- 
Bevingthat  such  institutions  when  conducted  with  a  just  reference  to  the  moral 
•  ud  intellectual  demands  of  tho  «ge,  are  eminently  promotive  of  the  glory  of 
Jod  and  tlie  best  interest  of  mankind. 

Resulted,  That,  as  Chrisliawt  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  use  all  appropriate 
agencies  to  secure  the  education  of  the  young,  on  religious  principle*,  and  be- 
lieve that  the  time  has  come  when  all  christian  denominations  should  addrv»s 
uemselvcB  to  this  subject  with  au  energy  and  zr>al  commensurate  with  its  nu- 
►ortance. 

Resulted,  That  as  Baptists,  we  consider  it  our  duty  to  provide  for  the  educa- 
tion of  our  sons  and  daughters  under  our  own  supervision,  and  that  wo  earn- 
estly commend  this  subject  to  the  perious  and  prayerful  consideration  of  all  tbn 
Churches  and  Associations  connected  with  this  body. 

Resulted,  That  as  Education  is  one  of  the  leading  objects  which  this  Conysit- 
lion  ib  aiming  to  promote, there  be  instituted  an  annual  discourse  on  Educatiou, 
and  that  Monday  night  of  each  annual  session  be  appropriated  to  the  hearing  wt 
lb*  discourse,  and  tj  the  interests  of  education.

The  commits  mi  Letter*  and  Documents  report,  that  while  the  docmnenti 
before  them  give  evidence  of  a  sound  and  healthy  circulation  of  benevolent 
teelingo,  it  should  not  be  concealed  that  some  of  the  objects  most,  intimately 
connected  with  the  highest  interests  and  spiritual  prosperity  of  the  dcuomiua. 
lion,  have  been  neglected.  Such  as  a  want  of  evidence  of  a  well  concerted 
plan  for  the  support  of  the  BeueGciaries  in  the  Howard  College.  The  feet 
that  the  Coon*  lliver  and  Central  Associations  are  making  arrangement  u» 
establish  High  »I»!c  Schools,  is  indicative  of  the  growing  disposition  in  t .« 
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State,  lor  mental  improvement  and  is  praiseworthy  ;  and  wo  recommend 
these  contemplated  Institutions  to  the  Favorable  consideration  of  your  body.— 
But,  while  we  do  this,  we  would  not  have  iho  causo  of  Ministerial  Education 
suOcr.  Indeed,  if  we  would  hnvo  spiritual  improvement,  keep  pace  with 
mental;  as  the  means  of  education  multiply,  as  IIi«jh  Schools  increase,  wo 
must  increase  tho  facilities  to  Ministerial  improvement.  To  desiro  the  best 
plan  fir  this  desirable  object,  is  of  paramount  importance,  in  tho  view  of  your 
committee,  over  all  others.  If  your  plan  is  n  Theological  School,  then  a 
general  interest  'should  be  enlisted.  While  a  few  Associations  and  Churches 
are  ulive  on  this  subject,  we  have  not,  at  least,  documeutiay  evidence  that 
there  is  a  common  feeling  in  its  favor. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  establishing  a 
committee  on  Ministerial  Education,  to  report  annually  to  your  body. 

We  do  not  deem  it  important  to  enlarge  on  the  many  topics  presented  in 
tho  letters,  as  you  have  special  committees  on  most  of  them.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  has  become  one  of  ureal  importance,  and  of 
deep,  aid  abiding  interest  to  t  ie  denomination.  In  proportion  to  the  devotion 
ot  our  churches  to  this  good  work,  has  been  the  measure  of  their  success  abroad 
and  the  extent  of  their  increase  at  home.  Thus  it  is  seen  thai  it  is  with  churches 
as  with  individuals,  "They  tint  water  shall  themselves  be  watered  ;  they  that 
scatter  abroad  the  treasures  of  life,  are  themselves  enriched  with  the  graces  of 
the  spu  it,  and  shine  as  the  lights  in  the  world.''

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trust  that  n  bettor  time  is  coming — a  time  in  which  all  will  bo  consecrated  to  tin* 
glory  of  God;  a  tinn*  when  the  testimony  of  the  Apostle  concerning  the  church 
of  Macedonia  will  be  equally  true  of  us  all— "I  bear  them  record  that  to  then- 
power;  yea,  and  beyond  their  power,  they  were  nothing  of  themselves."  The 
question  for  us  to  decide  is,  How  may  we  enlarge  the  benevolent  view*  of  th<* 
friends  of  the  Redeemer,  so  that  their  contributions  shall  bear  some  just  propor- 
tion to  their  ability  ?  Your  committee  are  fully  convinced  that  this  end  will  never 
bj  attained  until  our  churches  devise  and  put  hit*  operation  home  simple  and 
practical  plan  of  systematical  benevolence.  Let  it  be  born  in  mind  that  we  need 
system.  It  is  not  so  much  the  necessity  of  a  superior  plan,  but  of  some  plan,  and 
we  would  affectionately  invite  the  churches  of  Alabama  to  make  a  fair  trial  of  thr 
plan  re-commenced  by  the  Convention  at  its  last  annual  meeting.  Let  every  or: « 
adhere  to  the  card  system,  and  give  as  the  Lord  hath  prospered  him — some  i 
twentieth,  some  a  tenth,  and  others  a  fourth  or  third  of  the  avails  of  his  iabo;. 
Lot  these  appropriations  be  made  quarterly  or  annually  as  may  be  convenient, 
and  they  would  furnish  funds  amply  sufficient  to  meet  the  various  claims  of  be- 
nevolence urging  themselves  upon  our  attention.  And  then  w  ith  earnest  prayer 
for  the  descending  Influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  works  of  our  hands,  we 
may  look  for  the  rapid  approach  of  that  period  in  the  moral  history  of  our  woriJ. 
iu  which  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  glory  of  God  ;  in  which  perfect  love  at.  J 
purity  "-lull  .spread  their  balmy  wings  over  redeemed  human. ty.  Then,  and  not 
till  then  may  we  intermit  our  efforts  and  our  supplications,  for  not  until  theu 
will  the  ruins  of  the  apostacy  be  repaired  and  our  mission  accomplished.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article.   I,  This  body    shall   be  known  by    the  name  of  "T ho  BantiM 

State  Convention  of  Alabama  ;"  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegate*  Irom 
Baptist  Associations  and  Churches;  and  Irom  Missionary  or  other  Benevo- 
lent Societies*  composed  of  members  of  Haptis.1  Churches,  in  good  standing. 

Art.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  n  President,  first  and 
second  Vice  Presidents,  Recording  Secretary!  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer ;  together  with  a  Board  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter  named, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  from  its  own  body,  and  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  arc  elected. 

Art.  3.  The  President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent*, in  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  deliberations  of  the  Convention,  and 
discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  executive  ollicer  of  delibera- 
tive bodies. 

Art.  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  pro* 
ceedings  of  the  Convention  in  a  well. bound  book  ;  and  soon  alter  the  rising 
of  each  regular  meeting  of  this  body,  shall  attend  to  tho  printing  and  distri. 
bution  of  the  Minutes  of  the  same,  of  which  be  shall  preserve  a  file  ;  and 
lor  his  services  he  may  receive  reasonable  compensation. 

Art.  Thi  Corresponding  Secretary,  under  tho  direction  of  the  Conven* 
lion,  shall  discharge  the  duties  usually  in  posed  upon  that  ollicer. 

Art.  G.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Convention, 
and  hold  tho  same  subject  to  tho  order  of  this  body,  or  ol  the  Hoard  of  Di- 
rectors during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  be  having  first  given  security 
lor  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Hoard  of  Di. 
rectors;  and  he  shall  make  an  annual  report  ol  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
which  shall  lie  audited  and  published  with  the   Minutes. 

Art.  7,  Hie  President,  Vice  Presidenlt.  Secretaries,  and  the  Treasurer, 
with  nine  other  brethren,  to  be  elected  ns  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  com- 
pose  the  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom,  including  tho  President,  or  one 
ol  the  A  ice  Presidents,  shall  tyrm  a  quorum  authorized  to  transact  any  bust'. 
neasol  the  Convention  during  the  recess  thereof,  and  shall  report  their  pro- 
ceedings at  rAch  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Anr.  8.  The  President  ehall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Ho:irJ 
whenever  the  exigency  of  circumstances  may,  in  his  judgmoul,  require  the 
.-line. 

ART.  9.  The  business  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  encourage  and 
promote,  by  all  lawful  means,  tho  following  objects,  via  ;  Foreign  and  Do' 
mestic  Missions  ;  the  education  of  such  Ministers  ns  may  have  been  licens- 
ed by  tho  Churches  to  which  they  may  respectively  belong:  Hiblo  Transla* 
'ion  and  Distribution;  Sunday  Schools,  Religious  Periodicals,  Tract  and 
temperance  Societies,  ns  well  as  all  other  objects  warranted  by  Christ  iu 
the  Gospel ;  Provided,  That  such  persons  only  as  ure  in  indigent  eircuru* 
stances,  shall  be  received  as  beneficiaries,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Con* 
rention.'  Provided  further,  That  all  applicants  for  aid  shall  undergo  an  ex- 
an. nation  as  to  their  hope  in  Christ,  and  call  to  the  ministry,  by  tho  com- 
mittee of  examination,  before  they  are  nsmed  as- beneficiaries. 
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Art.  10.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  supreme  control  of  any  Literary 
o",-  Theological  Institution,  which  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  originated 
in  this  body  ;  and  it  shall  choose  fur  such  institution  a  Hoard  of  fifieen  Trus- 
tees, to  serve  H.r  six  years  ;  of  whom  one  third  shuil  go  out  of  office  bienni- 
ally, seven  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum,  authorized  to  transact  business  • 
and  the  said  trustees  shall,  on  all  occasions,  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Convention,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  Ibid  body  on  the  stale  ol  such  in* 
sliiution. 

Art.  11.  This  Convention  may  receive  funds  from  all  such  persons  as 
may  be  disposed  to  aid  in  Htiy  of  the  penevolent  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
ninth  Article,  and  it  shall  faithfully  apply  funds  contributed  to  the  objects 
which  may  be  designated  by  the  donors. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  collections,  obtain  subscriptions  from  societies,  solicit  Churches  and 
Associations  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  and  to  further  all  the  objects  of 
Ibis  body.  All  contingent  expenses  shall  be  proportionally  taken  from  the 
several  funds  sent  up  annually  to  the  Convention,  when  the  general  (und 
shall  l»e  insufficient  lor  that  purpose. 

Aut,  18.  The  Convention  shull  have  power  to  send  delegates  to  the 
(ieneral  Convention  id'  the  Baptist  Denomination  in  the  United  Slates,  and 
lo  any  other  Assembly  with  which,  in  its  wisdom,  it  may  wish  to  comrnuni* 
tfate. 

Aut.  14.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  such  time  and  place, 
as  it  shall  from  lime  to  time  appoint. 

Art.  15.  Any  Church,  Association  or  Society,  as  prescribed  in  the  first 
Article,  contributing  any  sum,  through  the  Convention,  to  one  or  more  of 
tic)  ohjects  specilied  in  the  ninth  Article,  may  he  represented  in  this  body  as 
lollows:  Ivich  Association  may  have  ten  delegates,  and  each  Church  or  Bcs 
nevolent  Society,  live. 

Aut.  10  Tlie  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall. not  prevent  the  Con- 
vention Irom  voting  a  liberal  donor,  being  a  member  of  a  Baptist  Church  in 
good  standing,  a  Life  Member  of  the  Convention,  whenever  the  same  shall 
be  deemed  expedient. 

Aut.  17.  The  funds  of  this  Convention  shall  be  raised  by  voluntary  con- 
tributions or  donatio  in-,  and  not  otherwise. 

Aut.  IS.  The  Convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  authority  over 
any  church  or  association,  hereby  acknowledging  that  every  church  ii  indc« 
dependent,  and,  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable  to  no  body  of  men  on 
carlh. 

Art.  1!).  The  above  Constitution  may  bo  altered  or  amended,  by  the 
concurrence  of  three-fourths  of'  the  members  present  ut  any  annual  meet- 
ing, so  as  to  preserve  inviolate  the  eighteenth  Article. 

By-Laws  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Alabama. 

1.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence, 
one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  skull  take  the  chair,  and  shall  call  the  member* 
to  order  ;  shall  pres-rve  order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  question*  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  lo  the  Convention  by  any  two  members.  He 
'shall  open  and  close  the. Convention  by  prayer  to  God,  or  rail  on  some  bro- 
ther to  perform  this  service.     He   shall   appoint  all    committees,  with. the 
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sanction  of  tlic  Convention.  He  may  speak  in  debate  on  any  question,  but 
not  until  he  has  given  other  members  a  fair  opportunity  to  give  their  views, 
and  appoint  some  other  member  to  fill  the  chair. 

2.  The  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  (o  pro> 
cecding  to  business. 

3.  Invitations  shall  bo  extended  to  ministering  brethren  present,  to  a  seat 
in  the  Convention. 

4.  The  members  shall  observe  that  respect  to  the  officers,  find  to  each 
other,  which  become! h  those  who  reverence  the  God  whose  they  are,  and 
whom  they  serve.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  bis  seat,  and  respectfully 
address  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate, 
and  avoid  personalties.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the 
tame  question,  without  leave  ;  nor  moro  than  once,  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak,  shall  have  spoken. 

.").  Whilst  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  Con- 
vention, none  shall  walk  out  of,  nor  across  the  house  ;  nor  when  a  member 
is  speaking  shall  entertain  private  discourse,  nor  pass  erect  between  him 
ani  the  Chair. 

fi.  When  a  mo'ion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  chair,  and  bo  read  aloud 
by  the  Secretary,  before  debated. 

T.  .Vfier  a  notion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Secretary,  it 
shall  be  deemed  ilk  posse  88IOU  of  the  Convention,  but  may  bo  withdrawn  at 
any  time,  by  the  mover,  before  a  decision  or  amendment. 

5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  bo  received  but  to 
adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely;  which 
several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  thev  are  arrang- 
ed. Hut  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  nndei 
consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

9.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative,  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  'be  majority  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof  on  tho  same  day. 

10.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by  any 
member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

11.  Nomember  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention*, 
mtlee*  be  have  leave,  or  bo  sich  and  unable  to  attend, 

12.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  io  the  Constilntion,  shall  be  deci- 
ded by  a  majotity  of  Totes. 

19.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  rules,  ho 
shall  be  deemed  wanting  in  duty,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  reminded  of  the 
same,  by  any  member  present
